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Introdu  ction 

For  twenty  years  we  have  been  growing  Peonies,  Iris,  Gladiolus  bulbs,  etc.,  and  for 
twenty  years  we  have  been  too  conservative  to  say  much  about  ourselves.  From  a 
very  modest  beginning  of  just  a few  acres  of  ground  our  business  has  grown  and  expanded 
until  we  now  have  under  cultivation  more  than  one  hundred  acres,  and  the  fame  of  our 
flowers  and  bulbs  are  now  attracting  the  attention  of  flower  growers  all  over  the  United 
States.  We  now  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  us  to  state  that  we  are  in  the 
business  to  stay,  and  that  we  have  a collection  of  Peonies,  Iris  and  Gladiolus  that  any 
grower  would  be  proud  of. 

We  do  not  boast  of  being  the  largest  or  oldest  growers  of  these  plants  and  bulbs  in 
the  country,  nor  do  we  boast  of  being  originators  of  world  fame,  although  we  have  had 
a lot  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  propagating  new  varieties  of  Iris  and  Peonies,  and 
have  put  on  the  market  some  Iris  of*  real  merit.  We  hope  within  the  next  year  or  two 
to  introduce  a few  of  our  new  Peonies,  but  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  stating  that  we  have 
pleased  thousands  of  customers  with  the  class  of  stock  that  we  send  out,  and  we  are  sure 
that  if  we  never  have  had  the  pleasure  of  doing  business  with  you,  a trial  order  will  con- 
vince you  that  our  stock  is  strictly  first  class  and  will  prove  satisfactory  to  you. 

As  you  have  already  noticed,  we  are  located  at  Winona,  Minnesota.  Our  office, 
storage  cellar,  warehouses  and  two  of  our  farms  are  located  on  Highway  number  seven, 
just  inside  of  the  city  limits.  Highway  number  seven  is  also  United  States  Highway 
number  fourteen,  and  is  on  the  road  to  Rochester  and  west  to  the  Black  Hills,  passing 
right  by  our  Home  place.  Our  third  farm  in  on  Highway  number  three,  about  four 
miles  west  of  Winona.  Highway  number  three  is  the  main  Highway  from  Chicago  to 
Saint  Paul  or  Minneapolis.  This  Highway  starts  at  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin,  and  fol- 
lows the  Mississippi  River,  being  known  as  the  Mississippi  River  Scenic  Highway.  If 
you  have  never  traveled  through  this  state  of  ten  thousand  lakes,  give  yourself  a treat 
this  summer  by  doing  so,  and  be  sure  to  stop  off  at  THE  PFEIFFER  NURSERY  on 
your  way  through.  Visitors  are  always  welcome.  Our  fields  in  full  bloom,  surrounded 
by  majestic  green-clad  hills  are  a sight  that  will  not  be  forgotten. 

In  regard  to  varieties,  we  do  not  claim  to  have  all  the  varieties  that  have  ever  been 
originated,  but  a careful  perusal  of  our  catalog  will  convince  you  that  we  have  most  of 
the  desirable  varieties  of  Peonies,  including  practically  all  of  the  world’s  best.  These 
have  been  thoroughly  tested  out  and  have  proven  entirely  satisfactory.  Furthermore, 
we  have  a liberal  stock  of  all  varieties  offered,  which  are,  at  this  writing,  May  10th,  in 
an  excellent  and  thrifty  condition. 

So  far  as  Peonies  are  concerned,  there  are  two  things  that  we  go  on  record  as  not 
being  in  favor  of.  One  is  the  selling  of  small  one  or  two  eye  divisions  and  the  other  is 
spring  planting.  We  do  not  under  any  circumstances  sell  the  small  divisions  and  our 
prices  are  quoted  for  good,  strong,  healthy  plants,  with  three,  four  or  five  well  developed 
buds. 

In  closing  these  few  brief  remarks,  we  want  to  say  that  we  are  just  another  family, 
or  rather  two  families  who  love  their  flowers  and  want  to  consider  all  other  flower  grow- 
ers as  our  friends.

Peonies 

The  Planting  of  the  Peony 

The  Peony  is  one  of  the  hardiest  of  all  flowering  plants,  being  able  to  stand  a tem- 
perature of  25  or  more  degrees  below  zero,  without  the  slightest  covering  in  the  winter. 
It  also  will  grow  and  do  well  with  a minimum  amount  of  attention — although  it  will 
respond  readily  to  any  care  given  it  and  will  more  than  repay  you  for  any  work  you 
put  on  it. 

Generally  speaking — any  good  garden  soil  will  produce  good  Peonies,  but  a good 
rich  black  loam  soil,  deeply  spaded  or  plowed  is  the  best.  If  you  want  to  enrich  the 
ground,  dig  a deep  enough  hole  so  you  can  put  about  six  inches  of  rotten  manure  in  the 
bottom  and  then  six  inches  of  dirt  on  top  of  this  before  you  plant  the  Peony.  Do  not 
under  any  circumstances  get  manure  in  contact  with  the  roots  or  over  the  crown,  be- 
cause if  you  do,  you  will  rot  the  roots  and  be  almost  certain  to  ruin  your  plants. 

The  best  size  plant  is  a division  from  a two  or  three  year  old  clump,  with  three, 
four  or  five  good  big  strong  buds  on  it.  It  should  be  planted  so  that  the  top  of  the  buds 
are  two  or  three  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground — be  careful  and  not  plant  too 
deep,  because  it  will  not  bloom  if  you  do.  Also  if  planted  too  shallow  it  is  liable  to  be 
heaved  out  of  the  ground  and  injured  in  this  manner. 

As  to  the  time  of  planting,  you  are  apt  to  hear  most  anything.  Early  fall,  late 
fall  or  early  spring  planting  under  certain  conditions  may  all  prove  satisfactory,  and  we 
admit  we  have  planted  them  at  practically  every  month  in  the  year  that  they  could  be 
moved,  but  for  our  sellers  we  like  to  plant  in  the  early  fall,  as  soon  after  the  first  of 
September  as  possible.  We  know  for  an  actual  fact  that  Peonies  planted  in  the  early 
fall  will  be  away  ahead  of  those  planted  real  late  in  the  fall  or  early  in  the  spring.  As 
near  as  we  can  figure  it  spring  planting  is  purely  a business  proposition;  used  by  some 
of  the  larger  growers  to  lengthen  their  planting  season,  and  thereby  increase  their  sales. 

We  do  not  believe  in  selling  small  one  or  two  eye  divisions.  The  reason  some  grow- 
ers do  so,  is  practically  the  same  as  spring  planting — by  so  doing  they  greatly  increase 
their  sales.  Take  for  instance  the  sale  of  a $10.00  Peony.  Everybody  who  can  afford 
to  buy  one  will.  Then  when  a small  division  of  it  is  offered  for  sale  at  half  price  a lot 
of  people  who  have  wanted  it  and  could  not  afford  it,  will  buy — thinking  they  are  get- 
ting it  cheap.  The  fact  that  they  may  have  to  wait  two  or  three  years  before  it  begins 
to  amount  to  anything  never  enters  into  their  consideration. 

All  right — now  that’s  settled.  We  are  going  to  plant  a large  division  from  a two 
or  three  year  old  clump  with  the  buds  two  or  three  inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground ; 
in  the  months  of  September  or  October,  if  possible.  Be  sure  the  ground  is  firmly  packed 
around  the  roots.  For  permanent  planting  three  feet  is  a good  average  distance  to  have 
them  apart.  Then  the  first  fall  after  the  ground  is  frozen,  cover  with  a light  mulch  of 
straw  or  hay.  After  the  first  year  they  need  no  covering  of  any  kind.  Planted  care- 
fully like  this  they  will  be  well  rooted  the  first  fall  and  many  of  them  will  bloom  the 
following  spring,  practically  all  of  them  the  second  spring,  but  don’t  expect  your  Peo- 
nies to  be  at  their  very  best  until  they  are  three  years  old.  Remember  if  you  expect 
to  get  the  best  results  they  need  to  be  well  cultivated  or  hoed,  and  if  it’s  dry  and  hot 
when  the  buds  are  developing,  a little  extra  water  will  greatly  increase  the  size  of  the 
bloom. 
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In  the  following  list  of  Peonies  the  figures  that  precede  the  name  is  the  rate  given 
them  by  the  American  Peony  Society;  figuring  10  as  being  perfect.  Anything  rating 
over  7 is  good,  over  8 very  good,  and  over  9 is  extra  good.

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Irises 

The  Irises  are  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  the  hardy  perennials, 
for  the  following  reasons.  First,  because  the  plants  of  many  varieties  are  very  inex- 
pensive. Second,  they  will  thrive  almost  anywhere,  but  will  do  best  in  a warm,  well 
drained  soil.  Third,  because  they  bloom  at  a time  of  the  year  when  very  few  other 
flowers  are  out,  and  fill  in  the  gap  between  tulip  time  and  peony  time.  And  fourth, 
because  they  have  a range  of  colors  which  takes  you  through  all  the  shades  from  the 
lightest,  palest  yellow  to  rich  gold  and  deep  bronze.  From  delicate  pale  blues  and 
lavenders  to  dark  blue  and  violet  and  deepest  purple.  From  light  pink  to  claret  and 
deep  maroon, — all  shades  of  lavender  and  violet,  and  pure  white,  in  fact  any  color  or 
combination  of  colors  you  can  imagine. 

Irises  can  be  planted  any  time  of  the  year  except  when  they  are  in  bloom,  but  for 
the  best  results  July  and  August  are  the  proper  months.  Planted  at  this  season  they 
will  be  well  established  before  the  ground  freezes,  and  will  come  through  the  winter  in 
nice  shape  and  bloom  freely  the  following  spring.  The  plants  should  be  planted  shal- 
low, with  the  thick  rhizome  just  below  the  level  of  the  ground.  They  should  be  planted 
in  a loose  or  well  drained  soil,  and  manure  should  not  be  used. 

Practically  the  only  disease  that  Irises  are  troubled  with,  is  the  soft  rot,  and  this 
is  caused  frequently  by  poor  drainage,  excess  water,  planted  too  deep,  or  manure  in  the 
ground.  The  first  fall  the  plants  should  be  mulched  with  straw  or  hay  to  prevent  them 
from  heaving  out  of  the  ground,  but  after  the  first  year  they  will  take  care  of  themselves. 
In  four  or  five  years  the  plants  will  be  large  clumps,  and  should  be  taken  up,  separated 
and  planted  in  new  ground. 

In  the  following  list  S.  stands  for  the  standard  or  upright  petals  and  F.  for  the 
falls  or  drooping  petals.
